HILE not the greatest in point 
W « numbers, it was generally 
conceded by 


those who _§ at- 
tended this year’s National Dairy 
Show at Chicago, that the 200 head of Holsteins which 
faced Judge W. S. Moscrip and Advisory Judge Peter 


Small, represented the most real Holstein quality ever got 
together in one exhibition. 

The 200 odd head were contributed by over 90 exhibit- 
crs, which is believed to be by far the greatest number 
that ever exhibited at a National Dairy Show. 

This condition, the great number of exhibitors and also 
the extremely high quality of the show, may be accounted 
for in great measure by the state herd plan which is be- 
ing operated this year for 
the first time. Five com- 
plete state herds were 
present—Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Kansas, Illinois, and 
Indiana, placing in the or- 
der named. There was also 
splendid representation 
from Iowa, Michigan, Cana- 


da and California, as well 
as several head from New 
York, Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey.

Aged Bulls 


Judging in the Holstein classes started Tuesday morn- 
ing, October 12th, with W. S. Moscrip of Lake Elmo, Minn. 
officiating and Peter Small of Chesterland, Ohio acting in

an advisory capacity. A class of nine aged bulls faced the 
udges at the opening of the show, the number including 
several that have won grand champion honors at impor- 
tant fairs this year, as well as others with lesser ex- 
perience in the show ring. 

The three outstanding bulls in this class were Cedar 
Lawn Canary Paul, Johanna Bonheur Champion 2d, and 
lowana Mercedes Homestead, which were placed by Judge 
Moscrip in the order named. Cedar Lawn Canary Paul, who 
is owned by Baird Bros. of Waukesha, Wisconsin, was the 
grand champion bull at the Wisconsin State Fair this year. 
Although showing a trifle rough, he is a bull with splendid 
shoulders, a massive middle and a simply wonderful rear 
end, although a trifle down in the back and a little deficient 
back of the shoulders. We have seen few bulls with better 
dairy quality. He was made senior champion over two 
splendid younger’ bulls, and finally was awarded grand 
championship. 

The Kansas bull, Johanna Bonheur Champion 2d, Mr. 
Moscrip’s second choice, is owned by the United States 
Disciplinary Barracks at Fort Leavenworth. He came to 
Chicago with a record of five grand championships at state 
fairs this fall, as well as first prize in his class at the Cattle 
Congress. He _ is a real show bull, but the tremendous 
width between the points of his shoulders gives him the 
appearance of a little deficieucy through tne heart,  al- 
though in reality he has a good heart girth. His top line 
and rump are just about perfect. In dairy quality he could 
not compare with the Wisconsin bull. 

The third prize bull, Iowana Mercedes Homestead, ex- 
hibited by the Iowa State College at Ames is another real 
show bull, but at Waterloo, did not exhibit to the best ad- 
vantage owing to the difficulty the boys had in controlling 
him. In the minds of many of the onlookers, however, it 
was a toss-up which of the three would receive the blue. 

Another Iowa bull was placed fourth. He was King Aag- 
gie Hengerveld, who had been making the show circuit this 
fall at the head of the Cass Farm show herd. He is a bull 
ot great size and strength and has had great success in 
the show ring this fall, but as a show bull was not quite 
in a class with the three bulls placed ahead of him. Colony 
Posch Newman, owned by Be'l Farm, Pa., placed fifth, and 
another Canadian bred bull, Count Plus Inka Sylvia, owned 
by Haley & Lee, of Springford, Ont. got sixth prize. Just 
outside the money was Harvest Sir Ormsby, owned by 
Harvest Farms of Mayville, Wis. 

The three-year-old, Johanna Glenda Lad, owned by 
Mayowood Farms at Rochester, Minn. was a fairly easy 
Winner. This bull was grand champion both at the Minne- 
sota State Fair and at the Cattle Congress, and none ques- 
tioned but that he deserved to win in his class here. 

Morgan Bros. of Chesterton, Ind., got the red on their 
King Korndyke Isabelle Veeman and third went to Wapsi- 
moor Farm ot Comanche, Iowa, on Sir Wapsie Flossmor, 
whi'e John Hetts of Fort Atkinson, Wisconsin, had fourth 
place with his King Fan Segis. 





In the two-year-old bull class, the judges reversed the 
placing of Judge Davis at Waterloo by placing King Pie- 
tertje Fayne Ormsby, owned by Clarinda State Hospital in 
lowa, over Hugo Schroeder's Sir Hengerveld  Pietertje 
Ormsby. From his shoulders back the lowa bull is about as 
near perfect as he could be, but might be just a bit finer 
in the head and neck and a little cleaner under the chops. 
He is. however, a wonderful handler with a perfect rump 
and top line, and was apparently considered by the judge 
to be outstanding in his class, is he placed him at the top 
without delay. 

Two Minnesota bulls fought it out for second and third, 
the red finally going to Mr. Schroeder’s Sir Hengerveld 
Pietertje Ormsby and third prize to Ondine Homestead 
Posey, owned by Mayowood Farms. Both of these bulls 
had the advantage of about five months in age over the 
first prize bull, and consequently, showed somewhat more 
development. 

Juliana De Kol Lyons, owned by John Hetts, beat out 
the Lashbrook bull, last year’s winner, for fourth place and 
sixth went to King Fobes Genesta Homestead, the big two- 
year-old from Stubbs Farm, Kansas. 

Michigan scored in the senior yearling class when 
Charlevoix Marbury. owned by Loeb Farms at Charlevoix, 
Mich., was awarded the blue after a hot contest, second 
going to East Troy Sir Ollie, owned by William O'Leary of 
Kast Troy, Wisconsin, and third to U. S. Korndyke Home- 
stead Segis, owned by C. W. McCoy of Valley Falls, Kan- 
sas. The winning bull was very smooth and had a little ad- 
vantage of size over the other two. 

Fourth prize in this class went to a “K. P. O. P.” bull 
owned by the Oakdale Sanitarium and fifth to A. F. Ran- 
dolph, Canton, Ill. on Beaver Dam Ormsby Artis Lad. Two 
Indiana bulls set out for the last money, the ribbon going 
to Rag Apple Posch De Kol, owned by Howard Berkley of 
Crown Point, Ind. with a bull owned by Mathias Seberger 
of the same place just outside the money. 

In the junior yearling bull class Matador Segis Walker 
Piebe was a'most an outstanding winner. This bull is own- 
ed by Carnation Stock Farm of Oconomowoc, Wisconsin 
and as might be inferred from his name, is a son of their 
great show sire, Matador Segis Walker. 

Minnesota got the next two places, second going to Elm 
View Tidy Hengerveld Aaggie owned by Victor Lohmann 
of Lake Elmo, and third to Mankato Pietertje De Kol Orms- 
by owned by Mankato Holstein Farm. The fourth placing 
was King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 10th, owned by Georgé 
Wilson and W. S. Cotter of Granton, Wisconsin, with an 
Indiana bull fifth, Klhg Segis Pontiac Unoland, owned by 
Peter Jansen of Gary. W. B. Barney’s yearling placed sixth.

In 7 days she produced 941 Ib. of 
milk and 320.92 lb. of butter and in 30 
days 3564.8 !b. milk, 114.70 lb. butter 
Continued for the year she has made

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The National Dairy Show 


Hk thirteenth National Dairy Show has passed into 
history, and it is proper to consider just a bit how 
it measured up. We have no figures on the attend- 
ance or on the number of feet of exhibit space used, ete 
But we do know that while the total number of cattle 
entries has been exceeded at some past shows, the Hol- 
stein exhibit, which dominated this year’s show, was the 
best that has come out within the past half-dozen years, 
and prebably in the history of the Dairy Show. The 
quality was there in every class, and it was not confined 
to the tops either, many animals being sent to the barn 
in nearly every class that under ordinary circumstances 
would be well up in the money. Every ribbon awarded 
at this show may be accepted as a real badge of merit. 
In one instance only was there a lack cf competition 
when only three heifers came out in the four-year-old 
class. One of these was not up to Dairy Show standara 
and was sent to the barn without a ribbon, thus em- 
phasizing vet more strongly the value that every ex- 
hibitor has a hcense to place on his National Dairy Show 
ribbons, regardless of color. 

In addition to the display of cattle, which of course 
was the main attraction for the majority of the visitors, 
mention must be made of the U. S. Government exhibit, 
featured by a model of Grove City, Penna., where a most 
interesting and successful experiment in community build- 
ing is being worked out; the National Dairy Council ex- 
hibit which apparently was making a profound impression 
on the city visitors; the modern dairy machinery, inclua- 
ing separators and milling machines as well as the more 
intricate apparatus used in the various processes of man- 
ufacturing; and the evening horse show. The attendance 
throughout was large, particularly on the Holstein days, 
and seemed to number a good proportion of practical 
breeders and dairymen—which of course is as it should 
bi These men :-and women will go back to their homes 
filled with a new and renewed enthusiasm for their in- 
dustry and for better dairy cattle that in itself would 
justify the existence of the Dairy Show. At least one 
Wisconsin county came down in a special train where 
with their badges, ete., they were very much in evidence 
around the Holstein ring. Who was responsible for put- 
ting through this splendid piece of organizing we do not 
know, but we mention it here as illustrative of the spirit 
with which the breeders and dairymen of Wisconsin are 
taking hold of the different phases of their business these 
days.

NOTHER practical illustration of the way Wisco 
sin Holstein breeders are getting together was fur- 
nished by the Holstein show itself. Here Wisconsin 


Walked off with the major proportion of the most coveted 
honors of the entire show. These included five of tl} 
six championships (both seniors, both grands. and 

junior), first prize in the class for “get of sire’, and us 
a grand climax first in the State herd competition on a 


group of ten animals that for uniformity of type and 
conditioning speaks volumes for the quality of Wisconsin 
Holsteins and the ability of her breeders as showmen. 
We show on the cover this week a splendid picture of this 


prize winning state herd, and we would simply ask where 
a better advertisement for Wisconsin Holsteins could be 
devised. Wisconsin crganization was prominently display- 
ed throughout the show when the band would strike up 
“On Wisconsin” at the moments of Wisconsin triumph 
The new Classification for state herds here received its 
first real trial, and is we believe, an unqualified suecess 
It results in much higher average quality than would be 
found where all the exhibits were from individual breed 
ers, and makes it possible for many breeders to be repre 
sented at the important national shows, who would other- 
wise have to leave their cattle at home. By handling the 
matter cooperatively through the state organization the 


question of labor is easily disposed of, and usually better 
judgment in making the selections and fitting the cattk 
may be depended upon. A committee can often find weuk 
nesses that the owner himselt would overlook. The result at 
the National this year was probably the most spectaculai 
line up of Holsteins that has ever been brought together. 
By reducing the number of large individual exhibitors th: 
class for exhibitor’s herd loses much of its former impres- 
siveness, but the State herd exhibits far more than make up 
for the loss. As time goes on therefore, and the id: is 
worked out more throughly, we believe we shall come to 
give the full measure of credit to the Minnesota 
tion for their inspiration in bringing out a cooperative 
state herd last vear, and to the extension department of 
the National Association for so promptly working out the 
details of getting the plan into the prize lists.

The Score Card Question Again 


WRITER in the current number of The Field, I[llus- 
trated, makes the statement in connection with im- 


provement of Holstein type that “we are doomed if 
the score card, of twenty-five vears ago must direct us 
now ip the matter of Holstein type.” Periodically this 
question comes up for discussion, and just as often no 
action results theretrom. Meanwhile the score-card itsel 
has become so out of date that very few if any of our 


judges at the important exhibitions give consideratici to 


it at all. In its present shape it really seems that the 
only breeders who are giving much consideration to It 
are those conscientious beginners who are anxious to 
learn about the business and to study things out for 


themselves. This fact, and we believe we have not over- 
stated the condition emphasizes the importance of getting 


some action along the line of making available a score 
ecard for the breed that will really be a guide in the 


advancement of the breed. Undoubtedly the present card 
has its champions. We would suggest that a competent 
committee be appointed to go into the question very 
thoroughly. If the present card is not susceptible of 
improvement, so much the better, but if it can be im- 
proved and made a better guide to progress, then the 
sconer action along that line is taken the better. In this 
connection we want to call attention again to an incident 
at this year’s National Dairy Show. The problem 
the judges had to work out in the aged cow class wis to 
decide between two remarkable cows for first place. One 
of them, a large cow, evidently a great producer, lacked 
decidedly in the quality and attractiveness which we have 
come to associate with champions at the Dairy Show. 
Her udder likewise carried inflammation which we do not 
like to see on a cow in milk two months before due tv 
freshen. The other cow, showing in full bloom right at 
the point of freshening, had a quality and finish the like 
of which is seldom seen. She lacked somewhat of the 
evidences of extreme dairy temperament shown by Minerva 
Beets in past years, being perhaps a little too compact 
and close coupled, and smaller than some breeders like, 
but just a real piece of silk. The larger cow first de- 
scribed was given the blue ribbon, although we venture 
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the assertion that on the basis of the score card, as she 
showed that day, she would have ranked at least ten 
points under the other cow. Now the question is, is the 
score card right, or does it give too little weight to the evi- 
dences of productive capacity? Judges Moscrip and Small 
by their action very clearly indicated their opinion that 
the score card needs revision. If we are to disregard any 
definite form of score card our show ring records will 
come to mean very little. They will simply represent 
one man’s opinion, with no assurance that that opinion 
leads along the path of greatest progress. Before another 
show season shall have rolled around, may we not have 
the score card situation cleared up, or at least the en- 
couragement of some progress in that direction. 


HE National Dairy Council is sending out some high 
class advertising matter. On their own letterhead is 

an appealing letter calling upon producers of dairy 
products to advertise their business. Samples of the adver- 
tising matter published by the Dairy Council are sent along 
together with an order blank and price list of such ad- 
vertisements, so that each producer can order what he 
feels would best appeal to his trade. There is a recipe 
book giving 132 recipes for preparing dairy dishes and 
ilk drinks. Attractive envelope inserts, copy for local 
newspaper advertising, posters and folders, are included, 
besides movie slides which can be used in the local pic- 
ture theatres. These slides not only contain educational 
matter on the value of milk and other dairy products, 
but also show the great record cows of different dairy 
breeds, the Holstein queen being Duchess Skylark Ormsby 
We strongly urge any of our readers whose herd 


products are sold at retail to investigate and take advan- 
tage of the National Dairy Council and its advertising 
material. During the present disturbed state of the milk 
business, every effort should be made to encourage local 
consumption of the products of the dairy. If we do not 
educate our friends and neighbors to use the articles we 
manufacture and have to sell, why have we the right to 
expect dwellers in the cities and the inhabitants of foreign 
countries to pay good money for and consume the prod- 
ucts of our dairies?

This herd started in 1910 with 17 cows averaging 151.3 
pounds of butter fat. or about the state average See 
how he gradually climbed until on the 7th year, 1916, 
he produced an average of 427.6 pounds of butterfat pel 
cow. He fed better and more than doubled the cost pel 
cow during the 7th year than during the first. but his net 
profits on butter fat per cow went up from $16.90 to $90.24 
He used the same barn, a very modest one, during all 
of the years. In 1918 he built a fine big baloon root barn, 
electric lighted with individual drinking cups for each 
cow, a milk room, etc., and the cows paid for it. He had 
many of the same cows in his herd during the entire 
seven years. The prices charged for feed were the current 
market prices and the cows furnished sure market, but 
for the cows much of the material which they ate could 
not have been sold.

WASHINGTON STATE FAIR 


The history of the 1920 Holstein show at Washington 
State Fair, Yakima, is the story of a keen fight for honors 
between the herds of F. S. Stimson, Hollywood Farm, 
and William Bishop, Chimacum herd. Additional com- 
petition was furnished by Firloch Stock Farm of Kirk- 
land, Washington State College, Paul Johnson of Poppen- 
ish, F. E. Fairland of Selah, F. Rosentrang of Yakima, 
John Hobson & Sons of Outlook, W. M. Poynor of Yakima 
and Butchart Bros. of Yakima. Judge Segis, the famous 
sire heading the Hollywood herd, was first in his class 
and senior and grand champion.

NATIONAL LIVESTOCK SHOW OF BRAZIL 


The National Livestock Exposition of Brazil was held 
July 4th to July 11th at Rio de Janierv, Brazil. This exposi- 
tion is managed by the National Society of Agriculture, an 
association financed partly by the government and partly 
by membership. Approximately 5,000 members pay a fee 
of $5.00 annually. The exposition is strictly a livestock 
show; no other exhibits are let on the ground. 

About 700 head of cattle were exhibited. The largest 
exhibit was of the Zebu breed, about 300 of these animals 
being on the grounds. Herefords, Shorthorns, Aberdeen- 
Angus, Brown Swiss, Holsteins, Jerseys, Devon, Guernseys, 
Red Polls and Dutch Belted were in evidence besides the 
native Caracuo. 

The attendance at the show was not large, and interest 
centered around the cattle much more than around. the 
hogs. A large proportion of the attendance was composed 
of city people, which is not to be wondered at, when one 
considers that on many of the railroad lines, they have 
train service but every other day. The above is condensed 
trom the official report to the United States Department of 
Agriculture from its two livestock commissioners now in 
South America, L. B. Burk of the Bureau of Markets and 
EK. Z. Russell of the Bureau of Animal Industry. 


Los Angeles Livestock Show

She Likes Wisconsin’s 

“Wait a minute! Look who’s here” 
is the command issued to us on page 
220 of that splendid annual meeting 
number of the World. This is the cap- 
tion of the advertisement of the Wis- 
consin Holstein breeders. And do we 
obey the command? As readily as we 
would stop to look and listen if some- 
one shouted those words as we were 
walking on the street. Thus the first 
great principle of good advertising is 
carried out, to obtain the reader’s at- 
tention. 

The next problem is to make the 
ad. interesting enough to hold the at- 
tention that has heer secured. And 
how ‘s ums done? In this particular 
case, by a list of paragraphs each 
headed by a short, clear-cut, snappy 
title. To those familiar with Holstein 
families, each simple heading tells a 
story in itself, and creates in our 
mind a desire to be the owner of one 
or more of these splendid animals. 

But for the benefit of those not so 
well versed a few short, concise state- 
ments are added by way of explana- 
tion. This illustrates another impor- 
tant principle of advertising, that the 
sentences be short and to the point, 
since the advertiser can expect to 
hold the reader’s attention only a few 
moments. If, however, the reader ex- 
pect. to attend the National SSale 
enough ‘i:as been written to arouse 


his curiosity, and cause him to look 
through the mucazine and search out 
the ads of th ndividual Wisconsin 
breeders. 

Then follows a list of questions 
which are really in:sirect statements 


of fact, tending to siow the magni- 
tc’e of the dairy industry of the 


ought to convince’ the 
reader that Wisconsin cows are a 
good investment whethe:> bought at 
the National Sale or elsewhere. 
There are two other good points in 
this advertisement; first, the use of 
the trademark is commendable, since 
it occupies a conspicuous place and 
it is not easy for the reader to escape 
its notice; second, the type used is 
large and clear-cut, making it easy to 
read, and the arrangement of the 
paragraph is such that a crowded ap- 
pearance is avoided.

He Reads the Smiles Column

The Bell Farm's advertisement on 
the inside of the back cover of the 
Holstein-Friesian World for May 15 
is, in my estimation, the best ad_ in 
that issue. 

The advertisement that is read by 
a great majority of readers and 
which, in addition exerts a lasting in- 
fluence or impression upon. those 
readers is, of course, the best. To pro- 
duce this favorable condition the ad- 
writer must have in mind certain 
fundamental principles which he can- 
not disregard and still be successful. 
I believe the Bell Farm's ad is a suc- 
cessful one because it follows closely 
the principles which I have formu- 
lated. 

The basic requisite of a good ad- 
vertisement is that it must be placed 
where the casual reader is apt to 
look. He will see the ad if the pages 
open especially easily to it or better, 
if it is placed near some reading mat- 
ter which proves attractive or inter- 
esting, and which the reader turns to 
habitually. Everyone has a more or 
less well developed sense of humor 
and as a consequence most readers 
of the World read the column of jokes 
entitled “Smiles which always  ap- 
pears on the last page. They cannot 
help but see the Bell Farm’s ad al- 
Ways opposite it. Of course, more 
people see the Dutchland Farm’s ad 
on the back cover than any other but 
I do not believe as many read it as 
my choice of the ads for reasons 
which will become apparent later on 
in this article. 

Then, after an advertisement has 
been found it must arrest attention: 
it must engage the interest of the 
casual reader. Something unique and 
different from the general run of ads 
in words or’ otherwise will attract 
notice. Look at the ad opposite page 
2694, and see how well these require- 
ments tally with it. Perhaps the first 
feature that catches one’s eye is the 
outstanding sweeping black arrow 
and the large black circle. The mark- 
ed neatness of the ad forces itself up- 
on us immediately and the _ tasteful 
arrangement claims our attention at 
once. Every inch of space is not 
crowded with printed matter as_ is 
true of 95% of the other advertise- 
ments which is a distinction having 


real merit. When a reader passes over 
page after page of ads each one be. 
ing much the same in appearance and 
arrangement, it is very unlikely that 
he will be impressed by any individ. 
ual one. Then too, most ads are too 
heavy, they have too much to tell 
which becomes wearisome to _ the 
reader. It is true that the American 
people talk too much and it is equal. 
ly true of their advertisements. A few 
words well said, leaving some unsaid 
for the imagination of the reader, is 
undoubtedly better than a lot of ex. 
planatory matter. Anyone who doubts 
this need only read all the ads in the 
convention number. He will then ap- 
preciate the short, concise and to the 
point ads and will realize that they 
are the ones that stand out in his 
mind and have created a lasting im- 
pression. 

It has often been said that “The 
sire is half the herd.” Therefore it is 
apparent that the best way to. ad- 
vertise a herd is to advertise the sire 
at its head. That is what the Bell 
Farm has done in its ad. In neat 
black letters is the legend, “Son of 
May Echo Sylvia” appearing above 
the photograph and immediately we 
get the impression of quality. Every- 


one knows May Echo Sylvia. Your 
_hotice cannot escape the two large 
words “Bell Farm.’ You will com- 


bine these two impressions and will 
retain in your memory the thought 
that “Bell Farm” has good stuff. 

And so the Bell Farm _ advertise- 
ment is a good one because it is apt 
to be seen and read by the casual 
reader but most important of all; it 
impresses its contents upon the read- 
er so that there may be profit for 
both him and the advertiser.

Advertising Is a Science 
Advertising is

velopment dur- 


ing the past few 
years has. been 
nothing short of 
phenomenal. In 
order to compete 
sucessfully in 
the business 
world men have * 
n obliged to ad- 
vertise their goods more and more 
extensively in order to induce the 
public te buy their particular brand. 
This is done first, by establishing 4 
suitable trademark which shall por: 
tray the quality of service which the 
establishment wishes to give the pub- 
lic; and then, by making the goods 
line up to the name established. 

An advertisement must be artistic, 
unique, it must create within the 
prospective purchaser a_ desire to 
buy, and assure him satisfaction. The 
real “meat” in an advertisement 
which must largely determine its suc- 
cess lies not alone in its power to at- 
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tract the notice of the public; it must 
leave an indelible impression upon 
the subconscious mind, so ‘compelling 
that the reader will again turn back 
to it. 

Such an advertisement appeared in 
the convention number of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World. It was unique, 
that’s one reason why I noticed it. 
Though the current issue contained 
scores of unusually attractive, up-to- 
date advertisements this one impress- 
ed me more than the others. Most of 
them emphasized the breeding and 
value of a few particular individuals. 
It was perfectly natural that they 
should. But unless a prospective pur- 
chaser were especially interested in 
a certain line of breeding no one of 
these would impress him more than 
scores of others. It was artistic too. 
All of you noticed that. So artistic 
and so classy in fact that I fully an- 
ticipate learning about a herd in 
breeding and individuality second to 
none. 

After looking through the World to 
the back cover, I again turned back to 
find this particular advertisement. 
True, it was not all on one page, it 
was scattered through the pages. The 
various parts seemed to spell out the 
letters of a word. But the word was 
meaningless. A third time I looked to 
make sure no letter had been skipped. 
How many of you did the very same 
thing? The letters spelled M-a-a-i-k-e- 
n-s-h-o-f and I concluded that this 
would be the trademark of a new Hol- 
stein herd, one among the best.

Friesian World.

' ..¢ 18 nothing that adds quite as 
much to a live stock advertisement as 
a good photograph. <A poor photo- 
graph is worse than nothing but a 
good one is. pleasing to the reader 
and attracts attention. The photo- 
graph here shown is well taken, is 
clean cut, shows well against the 
background and what is of more im- 
portance, it shows a beautiful animal, 
well marked and showing’ splendid 
dairy type. 

There can be no doubt about the 
organization being good. The whole 
page is symmetrically arranged. 
There is no confusion or crowding of 
material presented. The important 
things stand out forcibly and cannot 
be mistaken. The name, the _ photo- 
graph, the fact that she is the 
“World’s record long distance heifer,” 
and that “sh: the youngest 1000-lb. 
daughter of Si: ‘ ‘tatertije Orm sby 
Mercedes, the great vearly record 
sire in the world,” arc certainly facts 
that are attractive enough to insure 
the reading of the whole advertise- 


a ad 
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ment. The whole page is splendidly 
arranged; the most important and 
appealing points stand out forcibly, 
and the facts about the animal and 
her breeding are presented in a 
straightforward manner. 

It is brief. Some livestock adver- 
tisements are burdensome. They con- 
sist of full pages of fine print or 
tabulated pedigrees. They often give 
the advertisement the appearance of 
being a page from a sales catalog. 
Too much information is a dangerous 
thing in ai advertisement. 


It is long enough to give the essen- 
tial facts. What more information 
could be desired in any advertisement 
than is here presented? The name, 
the photograph, the complete records 
for three consecutive years, the fact 
that she is the world’s greatest long 
distance heifer, with a brief state- 
ment of her performance and its com- 
parison with that of Tilly Alcartra; 
the fact that she is bred to one of 
the most popular bulls in the coun- 
try, that she is a daughter of Sir Pie- 
tertie Ormsby Mercedes, the greatest 
vearly record sire in the world; that 
she is his youngest 1000-lb. daughter, 
and a very brief statement about her 
sire and dam, together with the fact 
that she will be consigned to the St. 
Paul sale by T. H. Skrei from a herd 
that is under federal supervision 
ought to be enough to interest any- 
one in the facts concerning the ani- 
mal. 

The story told in this advertise- 
ment is an unusual one. A record of 
over 800 Ibs. of butter as a 3-year-old, 
and 1152 Ibs. as a 4-year-old, or a 
total of 3020 lbs. for her first three 
vears and all made under four and 
one half years of age is more than 
remarkable. It is not to be overlook- 
ed that the total of her first three 
vearly records surpassed the first 
three of Tilly Alcartra by over 400 
Ibs. of butter in spite of the fact that 
one of these records by Tilly Alcar- 
tra was made as a mature cow. 

The fact that she is the world’s 
greatest long distance heifer needs 
no comment, while the fact that she 
is the youngest 1000-lb. daughter of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes needs 
no comment for those who are ac- 
quainted with this sire. For those who 
are not acquainted the facts are there 


in black and white. “The greatest 
vearly record sire in the world.” 
“Twelve daughters with records 
above 1000 Ibs. butter in a year.” 


“More daughters above 1200 and 1300 
Ibs. than any other sire in the world” 
and so on. 

There are few other points about 
this advertisement that are worth 
mentioning. Several advertisements 
in this issue are good in their general 
make-up but show poor photographs. 
Some are good except that the photo- 
graph represents a young heifer’ or 
bull without records. Some are good 
in all respects except that they lack 
outstanding facts. This advertise- 
has a good photograph, it has a photo- 
graph of a wonderful producer, it 
has the records, and it has outstand- 
ing facts. 

The leading records mentioned in 
this advertisement are all yearly rec- 
ords. A cow that can present yearly 
records should receive consideration 
above one that has only 7-day rec- 


’ Holstein enthusiast on fire 
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ords. The sire is noted also as being 
the world’s greatest sire of yearly 
producers, just so much more in 
favor of this advertisement. 

Mention should be made of one 
more thing. The advertisement on 
page 18 is a preliminary to, and may 
be considered a part of, the ome on 
page 98. It is also one of the best in 
the whole issue. It is excellent be- 
cause it is brief, straightforward, of 
reasonable length, with a definite, 
outstanding story , and because it 
shows a photograph that is not only 
splendid, but one that is firmly im- 
pressed upon the minds of Holstein 
breeders from coast to coast

Ad. Should Begin and End Well 


The best livestock advertisement in 
the World of May 15, 1920, is the in- 
side rear cover, the ad. of Echo King 
Sylvia by Bell Farm. 

1. The ad attracts the attention of 
anyone who should happen to. look 
through the book. It is different or 
rather unique in comparison with the 
other ads. It unconsciously attracts 
your eye and without that your ad is 
a failure. The majority of farmers and 
livestock breeders, as a rule, do not 
have time to study the ads carefully 
and as a result will only read those 
ads that attract their attention 
readily. 

5. Echo King Sylvia, Son of May 
Echo Sylvia. That’s enough to set any 
The ad- 
vertisement that has been given the 
May Echo Sylvia breeding does not 
make it necessary to state her record 
any more than an occasional remind- 
er, of which there are several ads 
carrying the same purpose in this is- 
sue of the World. 

3. We cannot help but be impressed 
with the picture. The individuality is 
there. There seems to be a genera! 
preference for light colored animals. 
The dark background helps to em- 
phasize the light color of the animal 
to a very marked degree. 

4. The positiveness of the informa- 
tion inside the circle, associated with 
the neat well balanced arrangement 
for the breeding of Echo King Sylvia, 
the reader mentally stamps the pic- 
ture so as to always recognize it with 
the O. K. stamp upon it. 

5. The Bell Farm trademark stands 
at the bottom. An outstanding trade- 
mark or signature is very essential to 
a good ad. We associate “chases dirt” 
with Dutch Cleanser.” The Holstein 
public associates Bell Farm. with 
“The utmost in quality Holsteins.” As 
essential as it is for an ad to begin 
well, it is doubly necessary for 
it to end well, and this ad has the 
ending. 

In conclusion this is the best ad in 
the book for the following reasons: 

1. It attracts your attention 


2. The eight words at the top 
arouse your curiosity an@é admira- 
tion. 

5. It would be difficult t improve 


the photograph. 
4. The information is direct to the 
point, brief and very positive 
5. A well known trademark stands

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NEW JERSEY BREEDERS ACTIVE 


New Jersey is sometimes claimed to 
produce more mosquitoes than any- 
thing else; her soil is reported to be 
composed chiefly of sand and peb- 
bles; this may appear true to the 
multitudes who visit the Atlantic 
Coast in summer, but who fail to see 
the farming section of the state. 

The writer takes exception to the 
above and will attempt to correct an 
erroneous conception having recently 
spent two weeks in company with 
President D. D. Aitken and R. C. Pol- 
lock of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, together with Profes- 
sors Regan and Bartlett of the New 
Jersey Experimental Station, in a 
state-wide canvass, beginning in Sus- 
sex, the most northerly county and 
ending in Cumberland County the most 
southerly point. 

{ quote from President Aitken and 
Vir. Pollock who have traveled over 
the greater part of the United States, 
and as a resident of the Garden State, 
it gives me pleasure to quote these 
gentlemen who say that the crops of 
corn, grasses, etc., in New Jersey was 
on a par with any other state that 
they had heretofore visited, and that 
the corn grown in the southern coun- 
ties, was not excelled by that grown 
in lowa, and of New Jersey Holsteins 


they deciared that .they are praise- 
worthy. 
When we consider that New Jer- 


ey has fewer square miles than some 
ounties in the far western states, the 
reader may be amazed to learn that 
the state has within its borders more 
than one hundred and fifty thousand 
head of dairy cattle, and still more 
amazing is that one hundred and thir- 
ty thousand of this number are black 
and white. 

Is it any wonder that buyers are be- 
ginning to look upon this state as a 
Holstein centre? 

In Somerset County alone at this 
date there are upward of 50 breeders 
of Holsteins, and a number of these 
breeders have herds that number up- 
wards of 100 head, with Salem County 
following close in her train. Large 
numbers of breeders are also to be 
found in Warren, Sussex and Morris, 
Hunterdon, Mercer, Middlesex, Bur- 
lington, Gloucester and Cumberland 
Counties. 

The unusual large number of Hol- 
steins on exhibition at the Great Inter- 
state Fair at Trenton, N. J-, made a 
very creditable show. There was 25 
or more individual exhibitors and with 
one exception, they were all from 
New Jersey. Of the five local clubs 
in the state, four competed for the 
ribbons. Somerset-Hunterdon Club 
was awarded first on herd, but on the 
whole, the money was pretty evenly 
divided between the four competing 
clubs. 

The recent state-wide canvass, to 
raise a fund sufficiently large to main- 
tain a paid state secretary, has to date 
resulted in one hundred sixty-five own- 
ers of Holsteins signing the contract 
on a three-year basis that’is, $1.00 per 
head per year for pure breds. and 
twenty-five cents per head for grades, 
or a total amount for the three years 
of about $15,000. 

The county agents cooperated 
splendidly with the canvassers, but 
none more active than Harry C. Ho- 
mer of Somerset, who in the midst of 
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his anger, his joy and enthusiasm, 
lost his hat so that, before starting 
for the National at Chicago, he had 
to buy a new one.

THE FOND DU LAC SALE 


Eighty-eight head of Holsteins were sold at the Fond du Lac sale staged 
under the auspices of the Holstein Breeders Sale Co., Friday October 15.

It consisted of 
twelve head of typy individuals, Ormsby bred, and they were presented 


in wonderfully good condition. 

An offering of 88 head for a one-day sale means busy times and necessi- 
tated sending cattle through the ring at some speed.

A County Agent’s Selection 


The successful breeder’ of  live- 
stock should be as much interested in 
advertising as he is in the matter of 
feeding and breeding. The funds so 
invested are just as wisely used as 
those spent in purchasing feed and 
blood, in hiring labor or in building 
barns and fences. To obtain the great- 
est results from advertising, consider- 
able responsibility rests with the 
breeder as well as the newspaper. 
However, every ad must provide cer- 
tain qualities to function properly. 

The livestock ad must first be at- 
tractive. It must catch the readers’ 
eye and hold it long enough to supply 
definite facts which are being sought. 
To be most attractive, it must reveal 
at a glance’ certain composure of 
photographs and outstanding facts as 
to display what is being offered. Of 
greatest importance is the’ honest 
photo, which reveals the true form of 
the animal described. This material 
supported by attractive headlines, to 
reveal outstanding facts, is of great- 
est importance 

After the reader is 
necessary that the descriptive infor- 
mation be given in a clear, clean cut 
manner. Any confusion in such state 
ments causes doubt, which in turn 
affects the interest of the reader for 
the closing of the deal. A livestock ad 
which possess clearness in giving its 
information gains considerable head- 
Way toward making a sale. 

Next to attractiveness and clear- 
the ad should be complete. To 
tell what is essential and not so much 
as to cause confusion is most difficult. 
To omit one or two outstanding fea- 
tures, such as age and records of pro- 
duction, the reader to. infer 
that the omission is intentional and 
requires correspondence which in 
most cases is very unsatisfactory and 
tedious. 

From the standpoint of the breeder 
placing the ad, the matter of economy 
is of great concern. To use the right 
amount of space correctly is the prob- 
lem of advertising. Probably more 
breeders use too little space than 
there are those who use too much. To 
strike the proper medium is’ what 
vields the greatest results. Animals 
possessing outstanding value should 
be given proper space to completely 
display their merits. On the’ other 
hand the over indulgence’ in space, 
lacking in facts to justify the atten- 
tion called, creates a weak impression 
in the mind of the reader. 

The four-page ad of Walcowis 
Farms in your May 15 issue is at- 
tractive. It is clearly and distinctly 
compiled, supplies essential facts 
completely and the space is economi- 
cally «tilized. For these reasons, I be- 
lieve that it is the best livestock ad 
in that issu.

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DAIRYMEN’S LEAGUE 

At a meeting of the Directors of 
the Dairymen’s League Cooperative 
Association, Oct. 7th, it was voted to 
move the main office of the associa- 
tion from New York City to Utica, N. 
Y. The Executive Committee of the 
Dairymen’s League were instructed 
by the directors to make arrangements 
for the rental of sufficient office space 
with enough equipment to carry on 
the increased work, necessary when 
the new plan of pooling the milk re- 
ceipts is operating. The main reason 
for the change of office of the league 
is the saving that can be made con- 
ducting the business up state, instead 
of in New York City. Both rent and 
floor space in New York City are much 
more expensive than in the upstate 
cities. A sales office will be still 
maintained in New York City. 

Many of the big dealers are actively 
opposing the plan of pooling the re- 
ceipts of the league members. In- 
stead of suiting the producers this 
action has seemed to have a contrary 
effect, the dairymen reasoning that if 
the distributors opposed the move- 
ment it therefore must work to the 
benefit of the producers and to the 
detriment of the dealer.

is simply one thing after another. It 
is a fight from the word go The 
dairvman must fight for his market, 


fight to get his feed and supplies at a 
reasonable price, and fight to get a 
price tor his product. It would 
seem to be an ideal business for the 
proverbial fighting Irishman. After 
a long struggle, the milk producer, 
through his organization, the Dairy- 
man’s League, has reached the point 
where he is receiving a price for his 
milk somewhere near the cost of pro- 
duction Just as he is congratulat 
ing himself, the manufacturers of con- 
densed milk announce that they do not 
Want any more milk at any price, for 
three months. His market is com- 
pletely shut off. The actions of the 
manufacturers may be considered 
justifiable from their point of view. 
But what is the farmer to do? If 
milk came from automobiles’ which 
need “food” only when they work, it 
would not be so bad. But the farmer 
cannot simply whisper the sad news 
to bossy and suspend operations 
Bossy must be fed, and moreover, she 


fair 


insists on giving milk. Likewise the 
people want and need milk. It is 
absolutely necessary for babies and 
very desirable for all. A milk herd 


cannot be made in a day. It must be 
developed. Therefore, if the farmer 
kills off his herd, all of us are likely 
to suffer. What is to be done? It ts 
a big question, but one which must be 


settled sooner or later. If the con- 
sumption of fluid milk could be in- 
creased 25 per cent, it would afford 


some relief in the present .crises. But 
a permanent solution must be found 
It is a disgrace that mem producing 
such a staple article of food should be 
harassed every few months. The 
industry must be put on a more solid 
and certain basis. In the meantime, 
the one best bet for the dairyman is 
to stand by his organization in the 
carrying out of the co-operative plans 


now started.’—Binghamton Morning

The paint will dry in about six 
hours and turns water effectively. It 
is adapted for outside use and on old 
weather-beaten surfaces. It does not 
give a very glossy finish and should 
not be used where an especially neat 
job is desired.
